His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons con- 
tributes to the New York Journal mi able 
paper giving his views upon how labor 
and capital can become reconciled, and 
it should be carefully perused by our 
readers. From it we take the following 
extracts and his advice to the toilers: 

Labor has its sacred rights as well as 
its dignity. Paramount among the rights 
of the laboring classes is their privilege to 
organize or to form themselves into socie 
eties for their mutual protection and ben- 
efit. It is in [accordance with natural 
right that those who have one common 
interest should unite together for its pro- 
motion. Another potent reason for the 
encouragement of labor unions that sug- 
gest* itself to his mind is that secret 
societies, lurking in dark places and plot- 
ting the overthrow of existing govern- 
ments, have been the bane of Continental 
Europe. That "the laborer is worthy of 
his hire" is the teaching of Christ as well 
as the dictate of reason itself. He is 
entitled to a fair and just compensation 
for his services. He deserves something 
more, and that is kind and considerate 
treatment. Urging loyalty to emplyets' 
interests and deprecating features of the 
boycott, the distinguished prelate con- 
cludes with the following: 

It would be a vast stride in the interests 
of peace and of the laboring classes if the 
policy of arbitration, which is now gain- 
ing fuvor for the settlement of interna- 
tional quar.els, were also availed for the 
adjustment of disputes between capital 
and labor. Many blessings would result 
from the adoptiou of this method, for 
while strikes, as the name implies, are 
aggressive ane destructive, arbitration is 
conciliatory and constructive. The result 
in the former case ia determined by the 
weight of the purse, in the latter by the 
weight of argument. 

And now permit me to address to vou, 
hardy sons of toil, a few words of friendly 
exhortation solely inspired by a sincere 
affection for you, and an earnest desire 
for your temporal and spiritual welfare. 

First— Cultivate a spirit of industry, 
without which all the appliances of or- 
ganized labor are unavailing. Activity is 
the law of all intellectual and animal 
life. The more you live in conformity 
with that law, the happier you will be. 
An active life, like the purling rivulet, is 
an unfailing source of gladness, health 
and contentment, while an indolent life, 
like the stagnant pool, breeds discontent, 
disease and death. No man enjoys with 
a keener relish the night's repose and the 
Sunday holiday rest than the son of toil 
A life of patient industry is sure to be 
blessed with a competence, if it is not 
crowned with an abundant remuneration. 
The great majority of our leading men of 
wealth are indebted for their fortunes to 
their own untiring industry. Take an 
active, personal, conscientious interest in 
the business of your employer; be as 
ranch concerned about its prosperity as if 
it were your own. And are not your 
employer's affairs in a measure yours 
For your wages come from the profits of 
the concern, and the more you contribute 
to its success, the better he can afford to 
compensate you for your services. He 
will be impelled by an enlightened self 
interest, as well as by a sense of justice, 
to requite you for your services with 
generous hand. 

Second— Foster habits of economy and 
self-denial. No matter how modest your 
income may be, always live under it. 
You will thus protect your liberty and 
business integrity, and guard yourself 
against the slavery and humiliation of 
debt, which is too often the precursor and 
the incentive to commercial dishonor 
Moat of the alleged wants of mankind 
are purely artificial, and contribute little 
or nothing to the sum of human happi 
ness. Rather do they add to the sum of 
human misery; for what are our earthly 
desires but so many links in our chain of 
bondage? 

Third— While honestly striving to bet- 
ter your condition, be content with your 
station in life, and do not yield to an 
inordinate desire of abandoning y -ur 
present occupation for what is popularly 
regarded as a more attt active avocation 
Remember that while the learned pro- 
fessions are overcrowded, there is always 
a demand for skilled and nnskilled labor, 
and that it U far better to succeed in 
mechanical or manual work than to fail 
in professional life. Ee not over eager to 
amass wealth, for they who are anxious 
"to become rich fall into temptations and 
into the snares of the devil, and into 
many unprofitable and hurtful desires 
which drown men in destruction and 
perdition." A feverish ambition to ac 
cumulate a fortune, which may be called 
our national distemper, is incompatible 
with peace of mind. Moderate means 
wj'.lj a contented spirit are preferable to 



millions without it. If poverty has its 
inconveniences and miseries, wealth has 
often greater ones. A small income is 
suggestive of abstemious habits, and ab- 
stemious habits are conducive to health, 
while wealth is a powerful incentive to 
excessive indulgence, which is the fruit- 
ful source of complicated diseases. A 
poor pcasaut who was roaming one morn- 
ing through his landlord's demesne in 
the hope of catching some game to ap- 
pease his hunger was suddenly confronted 
by its owner, and asked what induced 
him to be out so early. "And pray, what 
brings you out so early?" interposed the 
peasant. "I am trying to find an appe- 
tite for my breakfast," replied his lord- 
ship. "And I," added the peasant, "am 
hunting to find a breakfast for my appe- 
tite." Of these two men the pampered 
landlord was perhaps the greater sufferer; 
a long and severe regimen would be 
necessary to restore his health, while a 
hearty meal would suffice to relieve the 
pain of the peasant. 

Fourth— Sobriety will be an angel of 
tranquillity and comfort to yourself and 
family. While this virtue should be 
cultivated by all men, it ought to be 
especially cherished by tbe laboring class, 
who are so much exposed to the opposite 
vice. Intemperance has brought more 
desolation to homes than famine or the 
sword, and is a more unrelenting tyrant 
than the grasping monopolist. 

Fifth-Above all, let religion be the 
queen of your household. It will be a 
sacred bond uniting all tli- members in 
the ties of domestic love. It will be the 
guardian of peace and contentment; it 
will season the bread of labor. "Not by 
bread alone doth man live, but by every 
word that proceedeth from the mouth of 
Cod.'' It will be to you an unfailing 
source of wealth, for "godliness with suf- 
ficiency is great gain." "It is profitable 
to all things, having the promise of the 
life that now is, and of that which is to 
come." When the evening of life has 
come, and your earthly labors are draw- 
ing to a close, it will cheer you with 
bright prospects of an eternal Sabbath. 



LIFE'S JOURNEY ENDED. 



Death Claims Mrs. Martin 
Dusan While Peacefully 
Sleeping. 



It was with the deepest sorrow that the 
news of the death of Mrs. Ann Dugan, 
wife of Officer Martin Dugan, was heard 
Thursday morning, having been found 
dead in her bed about 0 o'clock by her 
husband upon his return from his night's 
duty. Her death came without any 
warning and was a great shock to her 
family and friends. Always a devout 
and practical Catholic, she participated 
in the Rosary devotions at the Domini- 
can church the preceeding evening, ap- 
pearing in good spirits and excellent 
health. 

When Officer Dugan returned home 
there was no response to his cheery sal- 
utation, and upon approaching her bed- 
side he was rendered almost insensible 
by the discovery that her soul had taken 
its flight while she peacefully slept. She 
never presented a more calm and re- 
signed appearance, her arms being folded 
across her breast with her beads in her 
bands. In her death the Dominican 
parish loses one of its exemplary mem- 
bers and Limerick a good woman of the 
old school, whom many who are now 
grown men will long remember for her 
generous deeds and good advice when 
they were boys. 

Mrs. Dugsn was a native of Queens 
county, Ireland, but came to this country 
with her parents when a child. Before 
the war she was married to Martin 
Dugan, who for the past thirty years has 
been connected with the Louisville 
police force. Besides her husband she 
leaves two sons and one daughter to 
mourn her loss, and they have the deep- 
est sympathy of the entire community in 
their hour of sorrow. They are Frank 
Dugan, of Tenth and Broadway, Martin 
J. Dugan, of the printing firm of Smith 
& Dugan, and Miss Agnes Dugan, of 
St. Souis, who arrived here yesterday 
morning. 

Her funeral takes place this morning 
from the Dominican church with high 
mass of rrquietn, and will lie one of tbe 
largest witnessed there for many a day. 
A beautiful and well spent life thus ends, 
and with all who had the good fortune to 
know her we join in saying, "May her 
soul rest in peace."

The men of good old rebel Cork gave 
the delegates of the Irish party to this 
country, Messrs. John Redmond, Patrick 
McHugb and Thomas O'Donnell, a 
hearty send-off Thursday before their 
departure for Queenstown. from where 
they sailed for the United States. A 
large and representative number of all 
the Nationalist organizations in the city- 
took part in the demonstration of wel- 
come tendered tbe Irish Nationalists 
upon their arrival, and the patriotic trio 
who are now crossing the Atlantic to 
plead the cause of Ireland received a 
heartfelt God-speed from the citizens of 
Cork that was indeed cheering. 

The press dispatches state that John 
Redmond, M. P., in the course of the 
general reply which he made to the 
numerous addresses presented to him and 
his colleagues, laid particular stress on 
his contention that his mission to Amer- 
ica could be taken as a proof that the 
reunion which had, occurred in Ireland 
had also occurred in tbe United States, 
and that England hereafter will have to 
fight the world-wide Irish race of 20,000,- 
000, "whose action is limited to one con- 
sideration—namely, that all means were 
honorable and just in the sight of God, 
and who preferred to be linked to tbe 
meanest free country on earth than to 
the British Empire." He also said that 
his mission was to show England that 
she would have to count hereafter on a 
united Irish race backed by the public 
opinion and the support and sympathy 
of 20 000,000 of free people in the Amer- 
icau republic. 

Among a variety of sddressess and 
communications which Redmond re- 
ceived were telegrams from different 
parts of England, denouncing him as a 
traitor. Tbe scene at tbe Cork railway 
station immediately prior to the depart- 
ure for Queenstown was one of extra- 
ordinary enthusiasm. A large crowd 
with bands swept down the barriers 
erected to exclude tbe public from the 
platforms, planted flaming tar barrels in 
front of the saloon carriage ia which Mr. 
Redmond was- seated and played ' God 
Save Ireland'' and "Tbe Star Spangled 
Banner," In »u address from tbe jdat-

FOOLISHNESS. 

The persistent refusal of the City 
Council to allow the bills of Gotlieb 
Layer for meat to the city institu- 
tions is a piece of foolishness, as the 
city will have to pay. The conten- 
tion that Layer, being Park Com- 
missioner, is a city official and his 
contract with the city void, may be 
technically correct. If so, the con- 
tract should not have been awarded 
to Layer, but having been awarded 
and the city allowed it to continue 
and Layer to furnish the meat, the 
city, as a party to the contract, can 
not plead illegality, to which it is a 
cognizant party, to avoid payment. 
This is according to repeated decis- 
sions in cases of similar points of 
contention. If Layer's contract is 
illegal it should be canceled by the 
city and his bill be paid to date 
without further rumpus and a law- 
suit, which will result in Layer 
getting his money, if he does lose 
the contract, and the city will have 
costs and attorneys' fees to pay in 
addition. Adherence to law is 
proper, but the Council should per- 
sue the course fixed by law as 
interpreted by the courts in seeking 
to regulate matters, and do it with- 
out keeping the city's business in 
continuous turmoil and confusion. 



LEAVING ENGLAND. 



The English racing clubs have 
become so discriminating and even 
unjust in their treatmeut of Amer- 
ican horse owners, trainers and 
jockeys that the latter have pro- 
tested and Reiff, a jockey, has been 
suspended. All the Americans now 
demand the reinstatement of Reiff 
and fairness in racing hereafter or 
they will withdraw and not enter 
their horses in England in fut"re. 
The Americans, up to the pres- 
ent year, were so successful 
in winning the larger stakes 
that English owners became 
discontented and wary about 
making entries. This year the 
handicapping and other regulations 
have been so discriminatingly en- 
forced as to Americans that it has 
been palpable and the bad showing 
made by Americans aroused com- 
ment and criticism, which the sus 
pension of Reiff brougut to a climax. 
The English sporting papers admit 
the Americans have cause for com- 
plaint, and the handicapper, who is 
held responsible for it, is to resign. 
Even if an attempt is made to 
remedy the trouble it is likely some 
of the Americans will keep away 
from English race tracks in the 
future anyhow. When a sport is 
disgusted by crookedness he is not 
likely to ever forget or forgive it. 



GIVE KITCHENER FAIR SHOW. 



Kitchener, by bis devastation of 
the homes of non-combatants, ar- 
rest, imprisonment, degradation 
and starvation of women and chil- 
dren in South Africa, is playing well 
the only part for which he has at- 
tained fame(?) and title in his 
military career. He was never 
successful against the combatants 
in the field, except to follow up the 
victories of others with rapine, fire 
and slaughter. He is likely to meet 
with failure in South Africa. Not 
because of lack of efficiency and 
energy in his peculiar style of bru- 
tal warfare, but because his prede- 
cessors did not prepare the way for 
h;ai by whipping the combatants in 
the field beyond the power of 
further resistance — a kind of war- 
fare that Kitchener has never 
shown any capability for. 

So, while he is doing the only kind 
of 6ghting— against women and 
children— that he is fit for, the 
combatants in the field have in- 
creased in numbers and aggressive- 



ness, driven Kitchener's forces into 
garrisoned posts and are overrun- 
ning the whole country, even at- 
tacking the British garrisons, and 
though Kitchener has over 200,000 
men he calls for more men — net to 
help him devastate the country and 
exterminate women and children — 
but to whip or drive out the 15,000 
fighting Boers who persist in inter- 
fering with and preventing the 
carrying out of his particular branch 
of the service, the complete devas- 
tation of the Boer country and ex- 
terminationof the Boer race. 

Kitchener is undoubtedly an ef- 
ficient soldier of his kind; he gained 
his lanrels by proving that in the 
Soudan and elsewhere. Whipping 
compatants in the field is not his 
forte, and he virtually admits it in 
calling for additional reinforce- 
ments in South Africa. Just let 
the War Office do the preliminary 
work of getting rid of the fighting 
Boers — which they thought Lord 
Roberts had done when they turned 
affairs over to Kitchener, only one 
of many blunders of the War Office 
for which Kitchener should now be 
blamed— and Kitchener will uphold 
his reputation as an exterminator 
and add new laurels to his wreath 
and earn more medals and titles. 



The official report for September 
of the concentration camps in South 
Africa, where the British herd the 
Boer non-combatants, principally 
women and children, show a total 
of 109,418 whites; deaths 2,41 1, of 
which 1,964 were childien. Sepa- 
rate camps are maintained for the 
natives, with a total of 38,549, and 
301 detths during the month. 
Such barbarity toward non-com- 
batants is a violation of civilized 
warfare, a disgrace to humanity, 
even though established and main- 
tained by a Goverrment that boasts 
of its Christianity and civilization 
and declares that its purpose in 
seeking control in South Africa is 
to advance civilization. 



A Brussels dispatch says that 
President Kruger has received a re- 
port from the Boer officials in South 
Africa that the Dutch of Cape Col- 
ony are in open revolt against the 
British and 15,000 have been armed 
and joined the Boers. This may 
account for Kitchener's proclaim- 
iug martial law throughout the 
British territory as well as the Boer 
republics.

Mrs. Isabel Savory tells in her book, 
"A Sportswoman in India," this story 
about a man she knew: "He had a hen- 
house and a hen that was sitting, but 
unluckily for hatching operations a cobra 
got through a chink in the heuhouse. 
The cobra made a fine meal of well- 
warmed eggs, but when it essayed to 
retire by the same hole through which it 
hsd entered it found those eggs in the 
way. It was much too large to get out 
so it stuck in the bole, half in the hen- 
house and half outside. There it was 
discovered the next morning in a sur- 
feited condition. It paid for its greedi- 
ness with its life, and then it paid back 
the eggs it had stolen; for when the body 
of the snake was opened the eggs were 
all found unbroken and warm. They 
were replaced under the hen and in due 
time were hatched, none the worse for 
their peculiar incubation. The strange 
fact that the cobra could swallow whole 
an egg much larger than its own head is 
accounted for by the peculiar construc- 
tion of that head. The head and jaws of 
the cobra are loose, and can be enor- 
mously stretched and distorted."

The death took place suddehly on 
Monday, at Kingstown, of William Har- 
ris, assistant harbor master. 

The criminal calender placed before 
the Recorder of Cork at the opening of 
the borough sessions showed that Cork is 
practically a crimeless city. 

On Friday John Dillon, M. P.; Jere- 
miah Jordan, M. P., and a number of 
gentlemen addressed a large public meet- 
ing held at N'ewtownbutler under the 
Chairmanship of the Very Rev. Canon 
O'Connor. 

John Morrogb, ex-M. P., died at his 
residence, Douglas, near Cork, on Friday 
morning, after a rather long and painful 
illness. The deceased gentlemen repre- 
sented Southeast Cork in Parliament in 
the Nationalist interest from 1886 to 1893, 
in which year he resigned. 

A herdsman named Commins was 
brought before Col. Evanson, at Clonmel, 
and charged with the willful murder of 
his wife on Sunday. Mr. Joy made a 
short deposition, stating that he believed 
the injuries from which the woman died 
were caused by the prisoner, and asked 
for a remand. The remand was granted. 

At a meeting of the Tipperary Board 
of Guardians on Saturday, Chairman Fits- 
gerald presiding, a number of contracts 
were under consideration. After some 
discussion the following resolution was 
adopted; "That in future preference be 
given to members of the United Irish 
League or Irish Land and Labor Asso- 
ciation when tenders are being considered 
for all contracts." 

Intelligence has been received in Birr 
of the death in London, at the early age 
of twenty-six years, of Sister Cartnel, 
daughter of John Madden, of Banagher. 
The deceased young lady was received at 
the Highgate Convent, London, eight 
years ago. She was born in Banagher 
and educated there at ihe Convent of La 
Sainte t'nion des Sacraes-coeurs, where 
her cholastic course was n distinguished 
one. 

The Parnell anniversary was observed 
at Cork by the customary procession 
through the streets of the city. All the 
local bands attended and the gathering, 
which embraced a large number of prom- 
inent Nationalists, was one of the finest 
ami most impressive that has yet taken 
place. This was, of course, due to the 
fact that the anniversary has this year, 
for the first time, seen the blessed work 
of unity completed in the Nationalist 
ranks. 

Henry Leahy, aged thirty-four years, a 
shop assistant iu the establishment of 
Williams & Co., Clonliffe, suffered a sad 
and sudden death on the oth inst. He 
returned home complaining of a pain in 
the chest, and after being ministered to 
by his wife stepped outside the door, 
where he was found dead. He was a 
sufferer from heart and lung disease. A 
sad feature of the case is that ouly a few 
months ago Mrs. Leahy lost ber only 
child, and great sympathy is felt for her 
in Clonliffe. 

On Friday a deputation from the old 
township districts of Drumcondra and 
Clontarf had an interview with the Chief 
Secretary in reference to the existing 
want of police and magisterial jurisdic- 
tion in tbos* districts. The Chief Secre- 
tary said the remedy would be an order 
in council from the' Lord Lieutenant ex- 
tending the Dublin metropolitan police 
to these districts, which would carry the 
jurisdiction of the divisional city Magis- 
trates with it, aud that that would be 
done in a few weeks. 

At the reut office at Ballyhauuis of the 
agent of Nolan Parrel, Log boy, the ten- 
ants met in large numbers last Saturday 
and demanded from agent Hazel the 
same terms as those enjoyed by the 
tenants who have purchased their hold- 
ings under the land act and from the 
Congested Districts Board, and said that 
unless they got these terms they would 
pay no rent. The agent said be was 
unable to make them a promise of such 
terms, and the tenants then left the 
office without paying the rent. 

At the meeting of the Naas Board of 
Guardians, Vice Chairman Driver presid- 
ing, a letter was read from William Par- 
rell, clerk of the union, resigning owing 
to ill-health. The board heard the letter 
read with deep regret, and passed a reso- 
lution recording their deep sense of the 
loss which the board and the puolic have 
sustained by being deprived through 
illness of the services of so painstaking, 
efficient and courteous an official. A 
committee was appointed to consider the 
question of the appointment of a suc- 
cessor. 

On Saturday lart the funeral took place 
in Cork of Patrick Byrne, a gentlemau 
who was a rather prominent figure in the 
'07 movement. With the subsequent agi- 
tations for national self-government he 
was also actively identified and his un- 
swerving loyalty to the national cause, as 
w ell as his many personal good qualities, 
secured fir him the esteem and respect of 



the Nstionatists of that city. The funeral 
was of exceptionally large proportions, 

testifying in a striking manner to the 
widespread regret which his demise bad 
created. 

A communication has been received by 
the Mayor of Waterford and the Commit- 
tee of Management of the Free Library 
from Mr. Carnegie, making an offer 
under certain conditions of a large sum 
of money toward the cost of erecting a 
new public library for that city. Mr. 
Carnegie has undertaken that, if the 
present amount subscribed is increased 
by (200 annually, to insure the future 
financial stability of the free library, he 
is prepared to make a grant of |25,00O 
for the purpose of erecting a suitable 
building. 

At Armagh on Thursday the lad J. T. 
Donlon was brought upon remand before 
R. H. Townsend, charged with seriously 
assaulting his father. The lad's father, 
who was examined, proved to the lad 
lifting a knife and stating he would do 
away with a dog which was in the 
kitchen. Witness endeavored to take 
the knife from him, and in the scuffle 
received a wound on the hand and one 
on the cheek, and one on the back of the 
ear. Witness said accused did not strike 
at him with the knife. The accused 
pleaded guilty, and was returned for trial 
to the quarter sessions. 

At Dundalk "quarter sessions, before 
County Court Judge Kisbey, among the 
applications for compansation for mali- 
cious injuries there came up one by the 
'98 Centenary Committee, who claimed 
$625 for the damage to the local monu- 
ment, which was partially blown up some 
weeks ago by some person or persons 
unknown. Mr. Sheridan, who appeared 
for the applicants, asked for an adjourn- 
ment, as he desired to have the damage 
inspected and valued by a sculptor. The 
postponement was agreed to on condition 
that costs be paid to the solicitor by the 
County Council, W. R. Rogers, who ap- 
peared to oppose the application. 

A melancholy case of accidental death 
was inquired into at Burr on Friday by 
Coroner Corcoran and a jury. The vic- 
tim was an aged ex-soldier named John 
Donnelly, who followed the occupation 
of bill-poster, and was a most industrious, 
steady man. He seems to have taken a 
short cut home, and passing round a 
deep quarry near the town slipped on 
the unprotected edge and fell in, drop- 
ping down a distance of fifteen feet, and 
receiving cuts from the stones below that 
inflicted fatal injuries. A verdict was 
found of accidental death, with a rider 
suggesting that a place so dangerous, and 
where children habitually play, should be 
protected. The accident occurred in day- 
light, and Donnelly was absolutely sober. 
He leaves a widow. 

The reception which John Slattery re- 
ceived on Friday night when he apoeared 
to address the Psrnell anniversary meet- 
ing in Cork demonstrated the pleasure 
with which bis return to active political 
life is hailed by the Nationalists of that 
city. For some years past he was in a 
very indifferent state of health and was 
obliged to retire altogether from the 
arena of public and political affairs. He 
has now, however, so far recovered as to 
be able to take that place in the struggle 
which his spirit and patriotism ever 
prompted him to occupy and his return 
to the ranks is a source of the deepest 
gratification to the Nationalists of Cork. 
Mr. Slattery is a gentleman who has suf- 
fered in pocket and liberty for having the 
courage of his convictions, and whatever 
little fighting has got to be done in the 
future it is safe to say that "Honest 
John" wi ll be found in the thick of it. 

RECENT DEATHS. 

Edward Houlihan, one of the oldest 
and best known switchmen in the city, 
died Wednesday night at bis home on 
Seventh street, death resulting from an 
attack of asthma. His funeral took place 
Friday morning from .St. Louis Bertrand's 
church. 

Last Sunday morning Bernaid J. 
McBride, a well known and highly re- 
spected citizen, died at the residence of 
his son-in-law, T. J. Mulverhill. His 
funeral was largely attended at Holy 
Cross church Tuesday morning, the 
solemn requiem high mass being cele- 
brated by Rev. Father Cunningham, who 
preached a feeling sermon upon the 
necessity of being prepared for the last 
summons and dwelling at some length 
upon the hpnorable career of the de- 
ceased. 

Will Gagen, aged thirty-one years, a 
popular resident of the East End, died 
most unexpectedly Monday morning 
from heart failure at his home on Mar- 
shall street. He rose as usual and ate 
bis breakfast, bat was taken violently ill 
shortly after and died in a few minutes. 
His many friends were shocked when 
they heard the sad news. He was a 
brother of Matt Gagen, of Shelby and 
Main. His funeral took place from St. 
John's cburcn Wednesday motning, 
when requiem high mass was sung for 
the repose of bis soul.
